‘ig Mr. Awaus Hamittoy, who hus recently 
come into prominence ‘as the anthor of an 
excellent book on Cores, und the burden of 
the article is that a protectorate over Corea 


~ will operate disastrously against the variovs 


vested interests which foreigners holdin 
that Empire. Certainly. it. has already 
operated disastrously for Russian vested 
intorests, but we ‘may be sure that Japan 
will mot gd ont of ‘her way to interfere with 
the vested intereats acquired by foreigners 
of other nationalities. Mr, Hasurow 
ia not so. apprehensiveabout ‘the concessions 
already established as about “‘ those for which 
‘at some future date a sphere of activity 
may be sought.” He launches out into 
speculations as to the political protection 
Japan has guarauteed to Corea being but 
the forerunner of a commercial ‘ protection. 
But while he adnils, as every observer
